Dear Mr. Harris:—Speaking in be- 
‘half of the officials, elected and ap- 
pointed, who are charged with the 
welfare and safety of the residents of 
our city and vicinity immediately sur- 
rounding, I desire to request that you 
appeal editorially to the citizens to 
co-operate with us and the Police De- 
‘partment in our efforts to regulate 
the automobile traffic through our 
business section, so that the lives and 
limbs of our people may be safe and 
still so that the rights of the motor- 
ing public be respected. 

The police have marked “Pedestrial 
ways” at intersections, and if our peo- 
ple will use these instead of crossing 
in the center of blocks or crossing 
diagonally from corner to corner at 
intersections, it will not only protect 
their lives, but make the problem of 
our police much simpler. 

We have, here in Menlo, a peculiar 
situation, in that the heavy auto rtaf- 
fic must all be concentrated down into 
a comparatively narrow road through 
the center of the business section. 
The public must be educated and we 
urge that our own people help us in 
producing the desired effect, without 
giving the papers of other districts 
any further excuse for the unfavor- 
able and injurious publicity that has 
been given us in the past. 

Regarding “unfavorable publicity,” 
we also desire you to request that any 
person or persons having any infor- 
mation regarding the existence of 
“narcotic traffic” in this vicinity, get 
in touch with us or with any official 
having the responsibility for our 
homes and families in this regard.

Any im- 
provement financed by bonds running 
over a period of years should by all 
means be designed to require no more 
than normal maintenance for that 
time, and a well laid surfacing should 
require but little, under ordinary con- 
ditions. 

It will naturally follow that as more 
and more streets are surffzed, the 
necessity for some kind of storm

The Municipal Taxes for Atherton, Belmont and Menlo Park are collect- 
ed by the County Tax Collector and are levied on a County assessment. The 


other cities have a sejarate assessment valued by their own City Assessor and 
in most cases the valuation is higher than the County valuation. For €x- 
ample, San Carlos, while having a rate of 92 cents city taxes has an assess- 
ment two and one half times the county valuation, so their city taxes are in 
reality much more than those of Menlo Park. 

The levy of one dollar in Menlo Park is a just and equitable method 
of distributing the costs of Municipal operations and bene fits. Heretofore the 
merchants, through their license fees, were the only certain source of revenue 
aside from the 50 cent that originally was paid for Road Tax. 

While it would be a splendid thing for all to be able to conduct a city 
without cost to anyone it seems that so far Lawndale alone has succeeded, :
